DORCHESTER 
Town Councillors are 
recommending the 
development of a ten¬ 
nis court site in Trin¬ 
ity Street and two 
other small plots in 
the south east of the 
town, into affordable 
housing. 

The move comes 
after the council’s re¬ 
cent decision to rec¬ 
ommend the refusal 
of plans to build on 
the former Dorchester 
Prison site, because 
they do not make pro¬ 
vision for affordable 
housing in line with 
the Local Plan. 

Councillors are con¬ 
cerned that high 
house prices and low 
wages are preventing 
many people from 
owning their own 
homes in the town 
and last week they 
told the district coun¬ 
cil it should turn 
down plans by devel¬ 
opers City and Coun¬ 
try, who say building 
affordable housing on 
the former prison site 
would not be finan¬ 
cially viable. 

The latest recom¬ 
mendations have 
been welcomed by 
Chairman of the 


Dorchester and Dis¬ 
trict Labour Party, 
Barry Thompson, 
who set up a housing 
group to tackle the 
issue of affordable 
housing and received 
a large response from 
concerned residents. 

“I have nothing but 
praise for the town 
council. It is difficult 
for them because 
there is a limited 
amount of land avail¬ 
able, but this is a 
good initiative.” he 
said. 

Mr Thompson has 
called for a viability 
study, carried out by 


the prison site devel¬ 
opers, to be made 
public. 

“It is totally wrong 
to keep the study a 
secret,” he said. 

“They say afford¬ 
able housing on the 
prison site is not fi¬ 
nancially viable, so 
why won’t they let us 
see the viability re¬ 
port? 

“This is going to 
happen more and 
more with these 
kinds of develop¬ 
ments. We need to 
keep an eye on how 
these viability studies 
are used.”

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Search continues for missing teen 


POLICE officers in Weymouth have conducted a 
number of searches around the town centre, har¬ 
bour and seafront during the past week looking for 
missing teen Louis Harris. 

Police divers have also carried out underwater 
searches in Weymouth harbour. 

Louis, 18 and from Dorchester, was last seen in 
Weymouth at 4.30am on Valentine’s Day. 

Police have now revealed that CCTVfootgae 
shows that Louis was last seen making his way 
along the quayside past the Harbour Master’s of¬ 
fice toward the town bridge at 4.30am. 

The police helicopter and coastguard carried out 
searches along the coast on Tuesday, February 
16th. Police divers also carried out underwater 
searches in Weymouth Harbour last week. 

A police statement said: “We have concluded 
these searches but enquiries are still continuing 


into Louis' whereabouts. The family will continue 
to be updated with developments by specially- 
trained officers. 

We remain extremely concerned for Louis’ wel¬ 
fare and I would urge anyone with information as 
to Louis’ whereabouts to please contact Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

Louis is described as white, about five feet ten 
inches tall and of slim build. He has brown short 
hair. When he was last seen, he was wearing a blue 
and white zipped hooded Lacoste top, a mainly 
white Fat Face checked shirt with a blue and red 
checked pattern, blue jeans and Vans shoes. 

Anyone with information about Louis’ where¬ 
abouts should call Dorset Police on 101 quoting 
incident number 14:188.

DRONES could rev¬ 
olutionise policing in 
the same way that the 
introduction of police 
radios did in the 
1960s. 

That’s according to 
Dorset’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
who believes drones 
have a key role to 
play in the fight 
against crime and 
protecting the public. 

The county’s police 
force is one the few 
across England and 
Wales that already 
uses drones, sharing 
four drones with 
neighbouring Devon 
& Cornwall in an 
arrangement that has 
been fully licensed by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA). 

They are used to help officers in 
their investigations by taking aer¬ 
ial photographs, recording videos 
and maps. The two forces have 
also used them to take photo¬ 
graphs at crime scenes and road 
accidents. 

One of the drones has also been 
used to assist in the search for 
missing junior doctor Rose Polge 
who was last seen in a cove at 
Torbay. 

Dorset’s PCC Martyn Underhill 
now wants to see more UAVs - 


unmanned aerial vehicles - used 
by the police. 

He said: “Policing needs to be at 
the forefront of technology and 
quick to embrace innovation. 
Look at the portable two way ra¬ 
dios transformed policing in the 
1960s -1 believe drones have the 
capability to revolutionise the 
way we police in this country in 
a similar way, whilst saving a 
substantial amount of public 
money.” 

The Surveillance Commis¬ 
sioner Tony Porter visited Dorset 
this week to look at a demonstra¬ 


tion of the drones in use. The 
Strategic Alliance of Dorset, 
Devon and Cornwall Police are 
now working with Mr Porter’s of¬ 
fice to achieve Third Party Certi¬ 
fication regarding the use of 
drones. 

Mr Underhill added: “I’m de¬ 
lighted Dorset is at the forefront of 
this technology and I look forward 
to stepping into the next genera¬ 
tion of drones in the near future. I 
believe, once we demonstrate fur¬ 
ther the benefits of UAVs, that the 
public will be fully behind their 
use in helping keeping them safe.” 
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Trading standards warn 
of blue badge scammers 


TRADING Standards 
officers are warning 
Dorset residents about 
copycat websites dealing 
with applications and re¬ 
newals of blue badge 
disabled parking permits. 

The unregulated web¬ 
sites may appear to offer 
a quick and easy applica¬ 
tion but could charge at 
least £49 for minimal 
help in completing the 
application form, and 


they have no authority to 
issue a blue badge. 

Dorset residents who 
use these sites will still 
have to submit their ap¬ 
plications to Dorset 
County Council and pay 
a further £10 to cover the 
genuine application fee. 

These websites are in 
no way affiliated to the 
blue badge scheme and 
many may ask for per¬ 
sonal information such as 


bank details and National 
Insurance numbers, 
which could be used for 
further fraud. 

Complaints are being 
received by the county 
council in increasing 
numbers from residents 
who have unnecessarily 
paid excessive amounts 
to apply for a blue 
badge. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading 
Standards service man¬ 


ager for Dorset County 
Council said: “Steer 
clear of these rip-off 
sites. Many are based 
overseas so are difficult 
to tackle when problems 
arise. 

“The official blue 
badge costs £10 and you 
can find more informa¬ 
tion on the eligibility re¬ 
quirements and how to 
apply for or renew a blue 
badge through the coun¬ 
cil’s website or through 
the government’s official 
gov.uk pages. 

“There are all sorts of 
scams based on applica¬ 
tions for official docu¬ 
ments we need so all 
consumers need to stay 
alert to this risk. 

“Best advice, if you 
don’t know the reliable 
website you need al¬ 
ready, is to use the offi¬ 
cial ‘gov.uk’ websites for 
any government services 
such as renewing driving 
licences, passports or 
European health insur¬ 
ance cards, rather than 
rely on search engines 
that often display copy¬ 
cat sites.”

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Investigation launched into 
NHS call centre allegations 


AN investigation has been 
launched into the Dorset NHS 
111 call centre after photos 
emerged of workers sleeping on 
the job. 

Healthwatch Dorset are calling 
on the NHS to respond to con¬ 
cerns after the pictures emerged 
in the Daily Mail of staff at the 
111 call centre in Dorset sleep¬ 
ing due to exhaustion, with an 
investigation into the allegations 
also being launched by the Care 
Quality Comission. 

In the article, former senior 
call advisor at the centre, Sarah 
Hayes, revealed that people with 
no medical training are being 
left alone all night in the call 
centre. 

The Dorset centre, based in St 
Leonard’s, is also under fire fol¬ 
lowing the death of a one-year- 
old William Mead due to a 
missed sepsis diagnosis. 

In response to the reports high¬ 
lighting concerns about the NHS 
111 call centres, Joyce Guest, 
chair of Healthwatch Dorset, 
said: “These reports about our 
NHS 111 service are very dis¬ 
turbing and underline the impor¬ 
tance of services listening to, 
taking seriously, and learning 
from, concerns raised not only 
by patients but by staff too. 

“One member of staff with no 
medical training left alone for a 
whole night in a call centre cov-

ering the whole of Dorset, with 
no nurse or paramedic, is a situ¬ 
ation which should never have 
happened and it must never hap¬ 
pen again - ever. The service 
needs to be adequately staffed at 
all times. 

“Exhausted staff are more 
likely to make mistakes and 
there needs to be enough med¬ 
ically trained staff available at 
all times, in addition to call han¬ 
dlers. 

“People trust the NHS to al¬ 
ways look after them and their 
families, but sometimes this 
service is letting people down. 

“We call on the trust urgently 
to respond to the concerns that 
have been raised and say what 
they have done to ensure that 
sufficient and appropriate re¬ 
sources are in place at all times. 
Only then can the public have 
confidence in the NHS 111 serv¬ 
ice.” 

Responding to reports in the 
national paper, Ruth Rankine, 
the Care Quality Commission’s 
deputy chief inspector, said: 
“These allegations are unac¬ 
ceptable. We take them ex¬ 
tremely seriously and are 
planning to carry out an early 
inspection to investigate. 

“We have also been working 
closely with commissioners and 


other local partners to make 
sure patients are safe. 

“It is critical that patients 
using urgent and emergency 
care are assured it is safe, effec¬ 
tive, caring, responsive and well 
led.” 

A spokesperson for the South 
Western Ambulance Service 
said: “Patient care and safety 
are top priorities for our organ¬ 
isation. 

“There are a number of allega¬ 
tions made in the Daily Mail 
that we strongly refute, how¬ 
ever, there are actions Sarah 
Hayes says she took, for which 
we can find no paper trail or 
audit, and therefore an investi¬ 
gation into these allegations has 
been commissioned. 

“We are proud of the work that 
our staff deliver day in and day 
out and are fully confident of 
the robust procedures we have 
in place around the 111 service. 

“As a supervisor within the 
NHS 111 service, we are sur¬ 
prised and disappointed that Ms 
Hayes did not follow the trust’s 
well-established whistle-blow¬ 
ing process - ‘speak up, speak 
out’ - and that she has taken so 
long to make these allegations, 
as we actively encourage our 
staff to report any incidents of 
concern so that they can be fully 
investigated and lessons 
learned.” 


Bus fare changes introduced 


CHANGES have been made to some of First Wes¬ 
sex’s single and return fares on the X51 and X53 
buses.

Temporary home needed for 
Mill Street photo exhibition 


ORGANISERS of a hugely popular historical ex¬ 
hibition about the Fordington area of Dorchester 
are asking for help to host it again. 

Hundreds turned out to the day-long Mill Street 
Memories Project event at the Town Hall in No¬ 
vember, but many more didn't have the chance to 
visit. 

Mill Street runs along the mill stream in Ford¬ 
ington. Until the slum clearance programme of the 
1960s it was an area of damp cottages and lanes, 
home to the poorest residents of the town. It had a 
reputation for community spirit and the current 
Mill Street Housing Society grew out of the Mill 
Street Mission, set up by 19-year-old Alfred Har¬ 
man Edwards in 1905. 

Alfred's collection of beautiful photographs cap¬ 
ture the place and its people. Their discovery led 



to the Mill Street Memories Project. Stories were 
collected from older residents and paired with the 
images, historical information and other items of 
interest. 

The project has become so popular that the Mill 
Street Housing Society would like to run the exhi¬ 
bition again, giving everyone the chance to visit.

Campaigners encourage residents to vote 


SUPPORTERS of a campaign to force West Dorset 
District Council to change its system of governance 
will be distributing leaflets around Dorchester to en¬ 
courage people to vote in the upcoming referendum. 

The Public First lobby group have successfully 
asked for a referendum asking for WDDC to revert 
to a committees system rather than continue using a 
Cabinet system. 

The referendum will take place in May. 

The campaign group are also encouraging people to 


vote in the referendum by holding a series of cam¬ 
paign launch events. 

The Dorchester campaign launch meeting will be 
held on Wednesday, February 24th at 7pm at the 
Dorchester Corn Exchange. It will give information 
on the ‘Deader and Cabinet’ system compared with 
the ‘Committees’ system. It will highlight the precise 
system WDDC will work by, in the event of a suc¬ 
cessful referendum result for Public First. 

A statement from Public First said: “The council re¬ 


viewed two options last week and voted for the one 
where the current Executive Committee is replaced 
by a Strategy Committee. The size of the committee 
is to be determined by full council and may have a 
membership larger than the current seven. But cru¬ 
cially allocation of committee seats will be based on 
political proportionality, replacing the one-party Cab¬ 
inet.”

There is only one committee, the Executive, which 
does not follow this procedure, and why is that you 
might ask? Well it is because that committee needs 
to consist of members who are not only democrat¬ 
ically elected councillors, but who are also highly 
experienced in business and local government, and 
who are capable of making the decisions necessary 
to provide the best services possible within budget.

1. HOLIDAYS: "If you go 
away on holiday in win¬ 
ter, keep your heating on - albeit turned down - 
while you're away. This keeps the system 
running efficiently and helps to prevent pipes 
from freezing," says Karl Tulloch from Rightio 
(www.rightio.co.uk), which provides home 
repairs and services throughout the UK.

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off. Alternatively, you 
may be able to 
programme the heating to come on briefly twice 
a day; keep your normal settings, but turn down 
the radiator valves; or turn the heating on and 
off remotely when you want with a smart 
controller, such as Worcester's Wave.

2. GUTTERS: "It's essential that gut¬ 
ters are cleared of silty build-ups, 
plants, leaves and other detritus," 
saysTulloch. "Even a small build-up of 
mud can prevent water from flowing 
freely and if water can't escape 
through the guttering, it will only go 
one way - into the house, causing 
damp." If you notice that water's 
falling sharply from the gutter when 
it's raining, there's probably a block¬ 
age there, or the gutter needs to be 
repaired or replaced. To stop gutters 


getting blocked, fit gutter guards, which are 
grates that block debris but still allow rainwater 
to get through. 

3. DRAINS: Drains and manholes can get 
blocked, but some build-ups aren't bad enough 
to block them and yet still prevent them from 
working properly. For example, some cooking oil 
and fats can harden in pipes and freeze in winter, 
eventually causing blockages (instead, pour 
them into a jar or tin, leave to harden and then 
put in the bin). If you have problems with your 
home's drains, get a professional to jet-wash 
them so they flow freely. 

4. PAINT: Chipped, cracked and flaking paint 
on wooden doors, windows and sills can let in 
water, which eventually causes rot. If the wood's 
already suffering from wet rot, scrape out the 
worst of it, treat the rest with a wood-hardening 
liquid designed for wet rot, and fill with exterior 
wood filler - Polycell Polyfilla for Wood Large Re¬ 
pairs (from £9.99, Homebase) is a professional- 
style two-part filler that's much easier to use 
than most. Finally, sand and clean off the repair, 
and apply exterior wood paint. 

5. EXTERIOR WALLS: Look over your home's 
exterior walls. Missing pointing and damage to 
render and paintwork can cause damp inside. If 
there's moss or algae on an exterior wall, water 
is probably getting to it, often from a dripping 
downpipe or gutter, so you need to solve the 
problem and scrub off the growth. A good 


masonry paint will provide long-lasting protec¬ 
tion for exterior walls. 

HOW-TO TIP: When painting the outside of 
your home, start at the top and work down, 
painting in sections from left to right or right to 
left. Try to ensure that you always have a 'wet 
edge' to your paintwork, so you don't end up 
with stripes or blocks where the paint has dried 
unevenly. Follow the sun, as this should ensure 
that the walls are free from dew - the weather 
should be dry and warmish, as temperatures 
below IOC may stop the paint from drying 
properly.

Football round-up 


Magpies flourish at Merthyr 


Merthyr Town 2 Dorchester Town 4 

Evo-Stik Southern Premier - att; 
ASSISTANT manager Nick Crittenden was 
full of praise following Dorchester Town's 
victory at the Miller Argent Community 
Centre on Saturday. 

The recent heavy conditions at The Av¬ 
enue has seen the Magpies only take one 
point from the two games against 
Cirencester and Slough Town, both of 
which on form they should have won. 

However, despite strong winds and 
heavy rain that blew across the pitch, the 
3G pitch was ideal for the Magpies style 
of play and they recorded an excellent 
victory. 

"Every one of the players we have 
signed is a ball player and we train every 
Thursday on a 3G, and they looked sharp 
against a good Merthyr side who moved 
the ball well and include some very good 
footballers, but we more than matched 
them. 

Merthyr started well and skipper Ashley 
Evans had a shot blocked before Shane 
Murphy was forced into pushing Corey 
Jenkins'shot away, but on eight minutes 
the Magpies took the lead. 

Skipper Jake Smeeton played a one-two 
with Luke Holmes before supplying a pin¬ 
point centre that Nathan Walker headed 
home from six yards. 

Dorchester doubled their lead in the 
32nd minute when Luke Holmes spotted 
Martyrs' keeper Glynn Garner off his line, 
and fired home a 30-yard shot that 
dipped over the stranded gloveman. 

The lead was halved in the very next 
minute however when Ian Traylor's low 
shot crept under Murphy's body. 

Play was end-to-end until the break but 
both sides failed to trouble the keepers. 
The second half started in much the same 
vein with Luke Holmes firing wide and 
Charlie Davis seeing one free kick miss the 
target, and the other saved by Garner. 

Dorchester's third came via route one 
after Matt Oldring's long pass from his 
own penalty area was picked up by Toby 
Holmes. Although Garner parried his first 
effort on the edge of the area, Holmes 
fired the rebound home for his first goal 
for the club. 

Stung by this, Merthyr launched a series 
of attacks and, after having a penalty ap¬ 
peal denied, Gethin Jones and sub Jon 
Brown both went close. 

They got their reward in the first minute 


of added time when Rhys Baggridge 
headed home Traylor's centre, but their 
efforts were immediately quashed when 
Toby Holmes broke away before feeding 
sub Liam Sayers to side foot home num¬ 
ber four. 

Crittenden said: "The first half perform¬ 
ance won us the game. In the second half 
they came at us, but we defended well 
and caught them a couple of times on the 
counter attack with some clinical finish¬ 
ing, we put away our chances which is 
something we didn't do against Slough, 
so hopefully we have put our finishing 
problems to bed." 

The management's policy of building 
the side with young players was also jus¬ 
tified with Luke and Toby Holmes and 
Liam Sayers all getting on the score sheet. 

Crittenden said: "It'starting to flourish. 
Liam keeps coming on and scoring and is 
pushing to start, whilst Toby clearly has 
done well every time he has come on. 

"These players are unknown quantities 
but are coming on and proving effective, 
which is something maybe we haven't 
had in past years. Having players who can 
come on and effect a game is a massive 
bonus."
